Dear Dr. Jackson,— I have your kind letter written on board 
Steamship Roanoke, and thank you heartily for all that it contains. 

I trust your summer's work has been as pleasant to yourself personally 
as it must have been profitable to Alaska. I was delighted to learn that 
you had succeeded in securing such a goodly number of the large Siberian 
Reindeer, but regret very mich that we are not to have any of them for 
Gharleston. It is possible however that Capt. Tuttle, to whom we also 
wrote, will bring some down on the Bear. 

I shall be very mich interested in reading your next report containing 
the interesting matter to which you refer, and trust that you will favor 
me with a copy at your earliest convenience. 

T have had Oct. 28th. named as Alaska Day at the Pan American Exposi-— - 
tion. Each state and territory actively participating in the-Ex. nas one i 
day set apart uon which there are public exercises participated in by the 
Ex. Officials and Representatives of the several states and territories. 
Yesterday was Mexico Day; the Embassador was here from Washington and it 
was altogether a thoroughly enjoyable ané successful event. 

T have three times written to Gov. Brady asking when it would best 
suit his convenience, if at all, to attend the Exposition, stating that 
it was my desire to arrange for Alaska Day at such time as he could be 
here; having no word from him I have asked the Exposition management to 
set aside Oct. 28th. for Alaska, in as mich as upon that day will occur 
the Third Anniversary General Meeting of the Alaska Geographical Society. 

There is no one whom I should so much like to have present as yourself 
I should like to have you give an address upon Alaska at the Temple of 
Music, where oue public exercises will be held. You would be practically 
cértain of a good large audience, and being so prominently identified with 
all the really: good work in Alaska 2nd so fresh from the field your address 

would naturally be of very great service to the Territory. Can you not 
arrange to be with us at that time? Would it not also be possible to have 
Lieut. Bertholf also present to give us an account of his great journey 
across Siberia? That too would be of exceptional interest. Lieut Heron 
made us a pleasant call a few days ago and he might perhaps give us a 
short paper or talk. 

I would be very grateful for any suggestions regarding what will be 
most effective and most useful for this Alaska Day. There is of course, 

a vast amount of material available at Washington, and there would also 
doubtless be at that time a number of men prominently identified with the 
Territory.

We were all glad to receive your letter of September 5 telling 
of the arrival of the deer at Port Clarence. Although the mortality was 
sreat, Doctor Harris is gratified to know that there is now so large a num- 
ber of the larger breed in Alaska. , 

When you write, kindly Sive us your advice regarding the best 
method of repaying Mr. Leon Blum for the money advanced by him to Lieutenant 
Bertholf. 

We have received the following payments of license money: From 
Bagle, $349.58: from St. Michael, $978.00; total $1827.58. Your salary 


and Mr. Cheever’s have been paid up to the end of Ausust. A few of Mr. Par-- 


ker’s bills have been paid for the supplies which have been sent to the schools 
but he has kindly consented to wait for a while for the large balance which 
is still due hin. There has not been money enoush to pay the salaries of the 
Sitka teachers for July and Ausust; the vouchers for the salaries of the other 
teachers hawe not begun to come in, although they will soon do so. I hope 
that Judge Brown (who I believe has the directing of the payments by the clerk 


of the court) can be made to realize that we need the money without further 


ra 
delay. If you see Judge Brown, do you think that it would be well to 
mention the fact that a large part of the money must be used in support- 
ing the schools for white children? 

The incorporation of the town of Douglas has been discussed in the 
local papers during the summer. The place is evidently srowing rapidly. 1 
hope that they will decide to incorporate; they can then at once build a 
school house and manage their own affairs. 

Fhe changes in the teaching force in Southeast Alaska are as follows: 
Mre V. &. Holt from Fort Wransel to Douglas; Mr. W. G. Beattie to Fort Wran- 
gel‘ Miss Gertrude 4. Spiers from Douglas to Sitka in place of Miss Cassia 
Patton, who is now Governor Brady’s secretary, Miss Bertha Hunt to Bray Teas 

In compliance with your instructions, the following deposits were 
made for you in the Merchants’ National Bank, New York: Ausust 7, $70; Sept. 
24, $209. 

The only vouchers paid to Fischer Brothers for freight are the ones 
for the bill amounting to $121 for supplies delivered at Teller Reindeer Sta- 
tion, which was duly approved by you. The remaining bills were returned to 
Fischer Brothers, with the request that they should be submitted to you while 
in Seattle.

Now, Mri Jackson, it has oc- 
curred to me that you can help us. We know that if you can you will. 
You know better than me whom to approach in the matter. Will you 
ascertain if the party in power will grant us sufficient land for a 
Missionaryshome, and the Reading Room. A church of course will be 
needed in time. Sufficient land with a good title is what we de- 
sire. We are anxious for a speedy reply,for winter is coming and we 
wish to put up the buildings at once, if we can. Can you wire me at 
my expense if the result of your inquiry is encouraging.

We are carryin; on our work in the same rooms in the Colle- 
giate Institute that we have used from the first. The H. M. 
Board gives them free of rent this year, in appreciation of the 
free instruction we gave to the Institute for three years. But 
we have nothiny but the bare walls - io apparatus - no equipment 
of any kind, and one of our students has to occupy an uncomfort- 
able room, the Institute is so crowded. It is simply impossible 
to draw students without any Collepe building, with the new 
buildings of the University close by. We have not had a single 
student from the five whom I have not personally solicited and 
persuaded to come. And I am not aware that I have heft anything 
undone to get students. For I have been in touch with the surround 
ing towns. A College without a building is not a College, and 
students so look at it generally. 

Ls In reference to teachers! Salaries which you ask about. 
Last June we had to borrow $1400.°° from the Bank here to pay 
the two teachers who were going away. Only $100.°° has been paid 
on that note. On December lst, five months! salary($625.°°) will 
be due me. Prof. Sweagey has received on this term $236.°°, so 
that we do no oe him jauch Altho the College should receive a 

FrOm soriple barat 
net income,of eee aes 000.°° (the gross income is over $13,000.°°) 
yet during the 15 months ending November 15th, the college re- 
ceived only $750.°°, the rest being required to settle the debts 
which Dr. Gordon left behind him! The income from the estate is 
over $1,1,00.°° per month,’ and it would seem that something ought 
to be sent here each month now. I wish you would ask Quincy 
Katon what is to prevent. 


ae In reference to Erie Presbytery. The Committee work 


in the twons seems to have stopped, and we have received nothing 


from them since you left. 


3. We elected the Rev. Mr. McCreery of this Presbytery 


Financial Agent in May, and he went to Pennsylvania in June. He 
knew there was an emergency and we needed his work. But we were 
all exceedingly disappointed in him. He seems to have been 
captured by the Interdenominational Council and has devoted his 
whole time to the Amendment campaign. If he had written us the 
ist of September, he wished to do this, we would have secured anot 
another man in his place. But he has kept us waiting, waiting 
without information, and now we have lost the three best months in 
the vear. 

4. It seemed wise for me to resign my position as Presi- 
dent of the Trustees in favor of the Rev. Geo. Bailey, pastor of 
the Westminster Presbyterian Church here, though I am still a 
member of the Board. We have also elected Mr. Bailey President 
of the College, altho he has not yet accepted the position. He 
was speaking yesterday about joining you after the Holidays for 
a @ampaign in Pennsylvania. Could you go with him? 

Now what of the future? I don't know. This is the fifth 
year. I have worked on here amid difficulties, and disc ourage- 
ments of every kind, praying, paanning, hoping. My salary, mo- 
dest as it is, has generally been from five to seven months 
behind. Our College work has been small - making the enterprise 
seem small and unsatisfactory. ivery year we have expected to 
have a Collegec building, and every year we have been disappointed. 

But I see more clearly than ever the greater need of a 
Christian College here, and the greatness of the opportunity, with 
no other Christian College nearer than the Methodist University 


at Denver 700 miles away. As Christians and Americans we cannot 
. ' 


bé content to let the thousands of young people here be handed 
over to Mormontem institutions of learning. If a Christian Col- 
lege is needed anywhere in America, it is in this sottal, politi- 
cal and educational center, where erroneous systems have their 
headquarters. 

I have felt that the Lord called me to this work, and hence, 
in the main, I have maintained a cheerful spirit and been patient 
amid the difficulties. I am watching every opening, and have 
some hope of getting our building through a friend of mine here 
with whom I have been assoclated twenty years. Expect to knaw 
within the next two weeks more or less. I see no other way than 
to continue to work and pray. This is the Lord's work,and we 
have good ground to hope that he will help us through the diffi- 
culties. Thanks for the Interior article about the small begin- 
nings of Yale. I hope Mrs. Jackson and the girls are well.

You doubtless remember that when you were here on the 22d 
of September, that among other things attendance at the Public School 
was mentioned. You will remember that in the case of the non-attend- 
ance of children of a school age, you advised me to report the mat- 
ter to the U. S. Commissioner and said that he might perhaps prevail 
upon the people to send their children to the Public School. 

At that time I also spoke of the favorable attitude of the 
Priest, Rev. Shalamoff, toward the School. 


I have herewith to report that the Priest's favorable atti- 


tude continued, only until the arrival of a Miss Vanderfur of Allegheny 
Pae Miss Vonderfur arrived September 28. She is a Russian by birth 
about 60 years old, I should judge, and forevious to her going to Alle- 
gheny was employed in parochial school work in New York. She has 
come to Kodiak to act in the capacity of matron and teacher in the 
school lately established here for girls by the Dowager Empress of 
Russia. 

Up to this time there was a child living near the school 
house who had not yet attended the Public School. I had been to see 
the lady who has charge of her, and had always been offered some pal- 
try excuse. At last the lady said that at an appointed time she 
would send the d@ittie girl to school, The time came, but the child 
did not come; on the other hand she attended the school under the 


tutelage of the Greek Church and conducted by Miss Vonderfur,. 


a 

T reported the matter to the Commissioner and he together 
with the Marshal and myself visited the lady to find out if possible 
her objections to the Public School. She fold meuhiat the Priest 
said she must send the child to their school, where she would be taught 
English and Russian, too. She also informed the Commissioner that she 
would see the Priest about it. 

After school hasbeen dismissed this same day I went to 
find out why one of the boys of the town, who attended regularly did 
not come. His father offered some trivial excuse which I met with sat- 
isfactory answers. The father then said that the Priest said the boy 
must attend his school, 

The same evening the Priest and second Priest visited me, 
and we discussed the matter quite freely. The next day they, togeth- 
er with Miss Vonderfur, visited the Commissioner and discussed the 
matter with him. To the Commissioner and to me they said that they 
wished in no way to interfere with the Public School,.but that these 
children, whom I have mentioned, wished to attend their school and 
that though they wanted no more in their school they would not return 
them to the Public School nor would they take any more from the town 
into their school who were not accepted as orphans into their Mission. 

Soon after they wished to see me again. You see they had 
promised the Comnissioner that they would satisfy me in regard to ths 
two mentioned children, and I had told them that I should be satisfied 
only when they in no way interfered with the attendance of the chil- 
dren, outside of their Mission, at the Public School and also returned 
the two under discussion to the U. S. Schools: !.I met them and we 
again discussed the matter. After talking with the Priest awhile he 


informed me that thevyowere going to do as follows: that we could not

‘ “not compel the children to attend the Public School and that they 
would not return them; that they wanted only a few children in their 
school this year, hence would not interfere with any Sanovet those 
in attendance at the Publie School; that he, the Priest, had authority 
over these people and that he had taken these two children, one who 
had promised to attend and one who was already attending the Public 
School, simply as a test case to see if the U. 5S. Government could 
compel them to attend the U. S. School. | 

Since then I have been wnable to get any more children to 
attend the school. Those who were attending still attend fairly well 
but others who had not been attending and new arrivals at Kodiak I am 
unable to get into school. Of these the Priest has taken four or five 
into his school from here and four from Wood Island. 

Miss Vonderfur claims to tedehoinein parochial school in the 
Emelish language the same branches taught in the Public School? It is 
easy to understand her claims, but her veracity is another thing. 
Although she claims to be an American citizen she is a very good Rus- 
sian and has no more regard for the truth than the clerical contingent 
from Russia. 

Section 28, Title I, of the Civil Code for Alaska of June 
1900 is of course in factenoolaw at all. And without the insertion 
of a comma between "race" and “and", where it reads "without reference 
to race and their compulsory attendance at school" makes the technical 
construction the reverse of what it was evidently intended to be.

Yours of Nov. 23 has been lately received. We are very 
much surprised at the contents of your letter for we supposed that 
the question of school hours had been definitely settled. 

That there should be no mistake at the opening of our school 
term I made it a special point when in Washington to speak to your 


Assistant about this very matter. The decision was that it would be 


ct 


better to follow the custom of the past eight years at least and enter 
into no controversy with the Greek Church. 

You will remember that when you were here I spoke to you 
about the same matter and that your decision was to the same effect, 
as we understood it. 

We have, therefore, closed our school at 3 P.M. eagh after- 
noon, allowing no intermission during the afternoon session. 

In no sense have we been allowing ourselves to lapse into 
an idke habit which has grown up of late. The custom began here in 
the time of Mr. Salter when he refused to close school at 3 P.M, The 
Priest thereupon opened his church school at 8 A.M. keeping the chil- 
dren until 10 A.M. or after, so that they were not in attendance at 
the Public School until the afternoon session. As to the correctness 
of this we were so informed by the Priest sometime ago, by the two 


members of the school board, Mr. Sargent and Mr. Fisher, and hy seve- 


ral others interested in the school, 


Ve 


That our reports should not bear a -false face I requested 
of your Assistant the privilege of crossing out the "six hours" en 
the report and correcting it to five. Our reports for this year have 
been so marked. 

I will at once comply with the reading of your letter and 
present to the Priest the proposed plan. I will do my best to arrange 
with him but since there is no alternative if he will not arrange it 
looks as if my duty would be unfulfilled I may state that all of the 
children, with the exception of two of the older ones and six or 
seven of the smaller ones, attend the Russian Church School. A boy 
of Mr, Sargent's aged 15, and a girl of Mr. Fisher's aged 16, aivery 
irregular attendant, do not attend the Church School. Then there are 
the five or six little people about five years old whom any teacher 
would consider ida duty to send home at 3 P.M. Hven five hours per 
day is most too much for them, for they are really kindergarten chil- 


dren. 
All the rest then attend the Russian Church School,and I may 


add, attend it even more regularly than the Public School, It often 
happens that a boy or girl is absent from the Public School but at=- 
tends the Church School at 3 P.M. 

Nothing would be more conducive to the success of our school 
and our interest in our work than to be able te compel these boys and 
girls to attend and miperaianet, oe e But since the Priest, Second

Priest and Miss Vandertuc tone teacher of the school established by 
the Empress Dewager, waited upon the Commissioner and wished to know 
the bearing of the law one@ compulsory school attendance at the Pub- 
lic School, we have not felt like pushing the matter of compulsory 
attendance very far with no law behind ité

the progress the children are making. Mrs. Bunnell thinks they com- 
pare favorably with the children of many of the District Schools of 
the States. And I am sure that they are also in advance of the chil- 
dren whom I had last year. 

: We should have been glad to have had you pay us a visit 
Christmas Hve and attend our entertainment. We had a large attendance. 
It was decidedly an American Christmas. The children did very well 
and were quite a surprise even to us in their neat and attractive dress 
The people of the town contributed $32.75 for a treat for the childre 
The arrival of a boat aixemet the day before, bringing us fruit contrib- 
uted much to a Merry Christmas, The town people entered into the 
Christmas heartily and brought loads of presents.to be distributed.

St. George Island 


One of the Pribilof or Seal Islands, 


School Report, 1901-1902. 


Dr. Sheldon Jackson, 


U.S. General Agent, 


Dear Sir: 

No one ever having made a report on the schools of the Seal 
Islands, I beg to submit the following relative to the island of 
St. George. 

The same conditions also apply to the island of St. Paul. 

That the seals frequent these islands, is because they are 
wrapvt in endless fog. A sight of the sun, moon and stars being as 
rare and interesting as an eclipse in the States. 

The school year is eight months, September 1, to May 1, and 
children attend from the age of six to sixteen. Ten long years ,vet, 
few understand English and that imperfectly. 

Since 1869, the lessees of the islands have agreed with the 
government simply to provide a school duilding, furniture, books, 
material, and a qualified teacher. 

The teacher is hedged in by three opposing forces, the 
Company superintendents, the U. S. Assistant Treasury Agents, and th 
Orthoddéx Russian parish priest. 

The Company simply wishes to comply with the law. 

The Treasury agent does not wish to hear of any friction, 

and tne Russian priest, whose sway is absolute, over the population, 


dominates the school in such a way that the pupil passes ten years in

school to no purpose. On St. George, the conduct of the school has 
amounted to this: 

Call tne children in at 9 A. M. 
Recess of 15 minutes at 10:3Q0cA..M, 
Intermissionséf one hour at 12 to l, 
Dismiss school at 3 P. M. 

The teacher is merely expected to keep order during the day 
and listen to sing-song recitations that are meaningless to the pupil. 

The pepulation is intensely pro-Russian. Aleut and Russian 
only being spoken,except in a broken way when communicating with the 
Company, or government officials. 

Paul Mitchell, who was their teacher 1891 to 1901, a period 
of ten years, once prevailed upon the people to have a little Fourth 
July celebration. In the following year he made preparations for a 
like observance, but the people had found out what the Fourth of July 
meant, and refused to have anything to do with an American ceremony. 

Being assigned to St. George Island last year (1901) I took 
Paul Mitchell's place, when he broke down after conducting the school 
during the first ten days in September, consequently I taught the 
school for seven and a half months. 

There were twenty-four pupils of the school age enrolled, 
whose attendance was made compulsory by the Treasury Agent. 

Boys in their tenth year of attendance had reached no furthey 
than a third reader and "long division" in arithmetic. Girls in 
their eighth year at school were struggling with simple addition. a 
Marta Merculif, a bright and pretty girlf, in her third year of at- 
tendance, did not know one letter from another. 


Marina Philolonof, in her sixtn year of attendance, knew

the letters of the alphabet, but could not pronounce the simple words 
found in the primer lessons. Though all necessary books and mate- 
rials were furnished by the Company, none of the pupils knew anything 
of grammar, history or geography, 

The fault laid not with the lessees, treasury agents, or 
teachers but the deep ingrained antipathy to anything American, incul- 
cated probably unconsciously into the minds of the people by the 
priests. 

The parish priest on St. George Island at the present time 
happens to be a good man, but still a Russian with firmly rooted 
Oriental ideas. 

There have been profligate priests with dissolute families, 
that have tended to degrade the people, but the present priest upright 
and moral .On St. George there are 88 natives, on St. Paul, 135, 

They are supported by government appropriations, seal and 
fox diveysions and by money earned from the lessees. In addition the 
leessees furnish the inhabitants with comfortable cottages, and the 
Neeaes also support the widows and orphans. 

On St. George there are eighteen families that come within 
the government appropriation, and four widowed families supported by 
the lessees,;. 

This division of responsibility is only just as most of the 
inhabitants are the children or descendants of the former government 
and lessee officials. A glance at the people will show that the 
Aleut has nearly been evolved out of them. 

On St. George Island the people receive annually from all 
sources what amounts to about nine hundred dollars, 


Two years ago the measles reached the islands and carried 


off many of the adults, yet the school record shows that the sutieter 
had increased fifty per cent during the decade. 

The school term is broken by several Russian holidays, be- 
sides our own national ones. There was a weeks vacation during the 
Western Christian Christmas, and a week during the oriental @hristmas- 
tide. 

The Eskimo on the mainland have not much stamina to resist 
intoxicants but the Seal Islanders have not any, consequently only a 
limited quantity of sugar is issued weekly on treasury agent orders. 

The people instead of observing their birthdays, celebrate 
the day allotted in the calendar.to their saint namesake. On these 
days the celebrants don their best apparel, visit each house and in- 
vite the occupants to tea with them. To make it more edifying, they 
are each given a can of jelly and a can of jam. 

During the oriental Christmas week, men and women dress in 
grotesque masquerade and visit each house many times in the course of 
every evening, always stopping to dance a few times. 

On the Western Christmas day, each child under 16 received 
two huge packages of candy and nuts, one from the lessees and one 
from the Treasury Agent.

Relieve the 
the lessees of all responsibility. As it is now, an American school 
is the simile of a red rag being flashed in the face of a bull. 

By relieving the priests with others from the United States, 
proper Men who know something of our country and its institutions, 
and whe have the country's welfare at heart would certainly do much 


good.

My dear Dr. Jacxson:- 

I write you privately to say that the Trustees are negotia- 
ting,with good hopes of success, for a new college site far nore desirable 
than the other,and far nore satisfactory to the Trustees, though not nearly 
so large: The other ground has been held for the College for $ years,with 
the expectation by the donors that a college building would be erected ere 


this. We have tried our best,at different tines, to secure an absolute title — 
: 


to the ground&. But the ground was pronised on the stmength of your pledge ~ 
of $5C,CCC conditioned upon the sale of real estate in Washington. Since your 
pledge was conditional, and not lixely to be available for sone years, the best 
“we could do was to get fron the owners of the ground a deed based on the con- 
dition that the property would be given to the College by absolute title when- 
ever your gift becane available for a college building. But we could not get 
nen to give an absolute title to the ground so-long as there was doubt as to 
the gavailabilzt -your ,poift for: yilding. And..there has been doubt about 

hee e eG ha lane oka ae ge Pa MAAS or $40,CCC in hand for a building 
you can get nen to contributé a zood sized tract of ground for a site. But if 
you have no cash in hand for a buildin»,and can give no assurance when you 
will have,it is exceedingly difficult to secure the contribution of a valuable 
site, 

Still, notwithstanding the doubt and delay, the site has been held for the 
College for nearly six yeara. One thing about the site has traubled the Trus- 
tees very much, and that is the distance fron town--nearly sy a The con- 
viction has steadily grown upon the Trustees that this distance would be a 
very gM@wet obstacle to the success..of the College. The distance fron town has 
killed our Westninster college in Denver. : La 

Furthernore, the consolidation of the two street-car systens within a 
few nonths, taxes away the hove that the street car line will be exten@ed to 
the College ground-sone 3/4 of a nile. This is.another serious objection to 
the site. The State University is fust on the Basten edge of town, between 
the city and Canp Douglas, and the new Catholic College is to be built on a 
site nearer the: city than our old site, tZus allowinz both these institutions

to have the advantage of us in the way of city patronage. 

But while we are troubled over these difficulties and objections to the $ 
Site,;Providence settles the natter for us. Mr Peyton's loss of his property 
throws the :colleve site property into the nds of a nan who repudiates all 
Mc Peyton's pledges, and we are forced to secure a new site. We’ have found 
One on the sane Street, about one and a half niles nearer town, within the 


city linits, thus securine city water and lieht. The street cars now run past 
it, and its location, overlooxine the city is ideal. 


It is three niles fron the heart of town, in a peaceful,orderly,conmunity 
The Trustees greatly préfer it to the other site, although it is nuch snaller 
containing fron 15 to 20 acres. We are going to try to secure: twenty acres, 
which is ground enough for the next. two hundred years. Mr Mc Clain and I 
ficure aut that we fo" put all of Princeton's buildings on a 15 acre tract 
and still havea largé:canpus of six or seven acres left, You speak about the 
great expenses of Yale University .in getting nore ground. Very true. But Yale 
can raise’ a nillion dollars fo hat purpose now, easier than it could raise 
a thousand during its first +t ars. It is a very great expense in this 
country to tare care of 3C or 4C acres which are not needed, 

We have found a friend of our College here who is ready to buy this groud 
and give the college an absolute title to it, if all are satisfied with it. 
The Trustees here are quite elated over it, greatly preferring it to the ther 
site. fFop it has street-cars,water and light, a good community around it,and 
is easily accessible fron the city. Fifteen acres or twenty at nost, will be 
fe for the next 150 years. Twenty buildings could be put upon it without 


ae 


cr@@ing, and the modern way is to maxe buildings contiguous. 

' Knox College has 17 acres, and about half of it is unused. Now, I hope 
that you will be:reconciled to this snaller site under the circunstances,on 
account of its better location,although you were anxious to secure 5C acres. 
As I said the Trustees would rather have 15 acres in this better location 
than 1CC acres in teh other location so far away and the street-car and water 


problen unsettled. Anyhow, we don't «know of any other site containing so nuch 
wisround in one piece that is available. I have looked the city over. 


Please let ne hear from you at once. I hope you and Mrs Jackson and your 
dauehters may have a happy New Year, and that the Lord's blessing may be 
with you through the year. °
